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Report of Superintendent of Schools

In giving you a true report of the condition and progress 
of Acworth schools, we must consider both the encouraging 
and discouraging features. 

We have had five schools this year as last, and do not see 
our way clear to consolidate any more until some better meth- 
od of transportation be devised. We long for money enough to 
furnish closed vehicles for carrying small children in inclement 
weather. 

We have had twenty-nine weeks of school in nearly all the 
schools and plan to have a longer summer term in order to re- 
port a year of thirty weeks to the state in July next. 


The School Board has tried to make some permanent re- 
pairs each year. This year a steel ceiling was put in at South 
Acworth which has made a great improvement in the looks of 
the room. Some other repairs were made in the different dis- 
tricts. There is still much remaining to be done, but we do 
not expect to do it all in one year. 

We have had the same teachers throughout the year in 
three schools. In the other two it was necessary to change 
once. Our teachers have been earnest, painstaking and en- 
thusiastic. A large part of the success of a school depends up- 
on the teacher, and while we are thankful for the good work 
done in the past year, we hope for even better work in the year 
to come. 

In looking over the school reports of the last ten years I 
find the subject of reading often mentioned. I am convinced 
that the seed sown so faithfully is bearing fruit. Our children 
as a whole read very well, comparing favorably with other chil- 
dren of same age in some of the graded schools I have visited. 
Much attention has been paid to writing, prizes being offered 
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in several instances. We plan another year to encourage men- 
tal arithmetic and language work, in which most ungraded 
sch ols are lacking, and spelling. Something has been done in 
music and drawing, enough to show what could be done if we 
had teachers competent to give simple lessons in those branches. 


We ask of the parents an intelligent and sympathetic inter- 
est in the school life of the children, and if anything is wrong, 
speak kindly to the teacher or School Board about the matter, 
not tell everyone else first and us last. We also ask that the 
children attend promptly and regularly. Keeping a child out 
of school for every trivial excuse is a glaring injustice to the 
chiid who is thus robbed of his best time to obtain an education, 
a wrong to the teacher who is held responsible for the standing 
of the school and a breach of faith with the town and state that 
spends so much money for common schools. 

No doubt there is often money wasted in hiring poor teach- 
ers, but the waste caused by irregular attendance is a great evil, 
our schools are injured and hard earned taxes wasted. 


During the past year we have had mumps, diphtheria and 
measles in the schools, but greater harm has been done by keep- 
ing children out to work or go on a visit of a week or so. 


Let us not forget the aim of all the work and money spent, 
namely, to lead the pupils towards higher ideals of life and duty, 
to make good men and women and to meet the need for edu- 
cated citizenship. The teaching of arithmetic, geography and 
all the rest is a means to that end. 

I hope the time will come soon when the town of Acworth 
will vote for skilled supervision. We could easily unite with 
some of the adjoining towns for that purpose. Ifthe present 
system, which has had a fair trial, does not give you desired re- 
sults, why not try the new system? As Superintendent I apol- 
ogize not for the time and strength given to the work but for the 
lack of skill. | 

Thanking all for their kindness, the teachers for making a 
hard task a pleasant one, and the parents and friends for the 
many encouraging words, I respectfully submit this report.
